Police investigate 

robbery, death 
of 3-month-oM 


No suspect in Arby’s restaurant robbery, 
no cause declared in 3-month-old’s death

A man is still on the run after 
he robbed a local restaurant 
early Sunday morning. 

Arby’s Restaurant in Lake 
View Shopping Center was 
robbed at about 1:30 a.m. on 
Sunday, after a man confronted 
two female employees as they 
were walking out of the restau¬ 
rant. 

Campbellsville Police Chief 
Tim Hazlette said the women 
had counted the night’s receipts 
and placed that money inside a 
bag to take to a night deposit. 

“They were confronted outside 
by a male person,” Hazlette said. 
“He physically assaulted them.” 

Campbellsville/Taylor County 
EMS personnel were called to 
the scene to examine the two 


employees. Hazlette said they 
were shaken up by the incident 
but not injured. Hazlette said 
there has been no report that the 
man had a weapon. 

The robber ran from the scene 
after the assault with an undis¬ 
closed amount of money, Hazlette 
said, and reportedly got inside a 
vehicle and fled the scene. 

Police officers drove around 
the area in search of the perpe¬ 
trator, but were unable to locate 
him. 

Hazlette said there might have 
been a video camera that cap¬ 
tured the robbery, though any 
video might not provide much 
evidence. 

“It was dark,” he said.

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Murder trial moved 
to Washington County 

Taylor County jurors won’t decide Kathleen Wise’s fate, 
media attention given as reason for new venue

A Taylor County jury won’t 
determine the fate of a Camp¬ 
bellsville woman who is accused 
of killing her husband with an 
overdose of liquid morphine 
after all. 

Kathleen Wise, 61, of 4203 
Bengal Road, is set to face a jury 
on Monday. And now the jury 
deciding her guilt or innocence 
will be made up of Washington 
County residents instead of Tay¬ 
lor County ones. 

Late last month, Wise asked 
that her murder trial be moved 
out of Taylor County because of 
pre-trial publicity. 

If her request wasn’t approved, 
Wise stated in court records, she 
believed her right to a fair trial 
would have been jeopardized. 


Wise was 
indicted in July 
2011 by a Taylor 
County grand 
jury and charged 
with the first- 
degree murder 
of her husband, 

Joseph. If con¬ 
victed, she faces 
as much as life in 
prison. She has pleaded not 
guilty to the crime, and the pros¬ 
ecution has said it will not seek 
the death penalty. 

According to court records, 
Wise allegedly admitted to Tay¬ 
lor County Sheriff’s deputies and 
a detective that she added liquid 
morphine to her husband’s 
drinking water June 7, 2011. 

Wise’s attorney, William Butler 
of Louisville, has said that Wise

County still working to reach recycling center plan 


About 50 apply for job 
running recycling center

Magistrates are continuing the discus¬ 
sion as to how the county should operate 
the Taylor County Recycling Center. 

Taylor County Judge/Executive Eddie 
Rogers says the county doesn’t know 
which direction it should go as to operat¬ 
ing the center. 

At a meeting of the Court’s Sanitation 
and Environmental Committee on Mon¬ 
day morning, Rogers asked magistrates 
to clarify that direction. 

The Committee is made up of magis¬ 
trates Ed Gorin and Richard Phillips, 
Taylor County Judge/Executive Eddie 


Rogers and community members Pat 
Webster and Pat Hardesty. 

“Right now, I don’t think any of us know 
of a direction,” Rogers said to the Com¬ 
mittee. “If they do, speak up now.” 

None of the five magistrates in atten¬ 
dance or anyone in the audience respond¬ 
ed. Magistrate Tommy Corbin was unable 
to attend because he was out of town. 

Gorin, who has been instrumental in 
helping the county prepare to take over 
operation of the Campbellsville Recy¬ 
cling Center, said magistrates approved a 
recommendation from the Committee 
pertaining to several aspects at the recy¬ 
cling center at a special meeting last 
Thursday. 

As Rogers was unable to attend that 
meeting, he asked Gorin to discuss the 
recommendation. Reading from a state¬ 
ment, Gorin said members of the Com¬ 


mittee recommended that the county sell 
its recyclable items to Central Kentucky 
Fiber Resources in Lexington, the com¬ 
pany the city used when it operated the 
recycling center. 

“When we have a person in place, he 
will have the opportunity to research the 
best bids for our products,” he said. 

The Committee also recommended that 
inmates be used to help with the day-to- 
day operation of the recycling center. 
Taylor County Detention Center employ¬ 
ee Larry Barnes will be involved with 
bringing the recycling wagons placed 
around the community to the center for 
sorting, Gorin said. 

Gorin said the Committee recommends 
that the employee hired to work at the 
center be given a cellular phone for resi-

To Bob Ernst, the basis of 
everything in life is love 
and how people use that 
love to help others. 

With that in mind, he pro¬ 
posed the question: “How 
can we show love with a 
farm, a church, and people 
who may be hungry?” 

The answer was to invite 
members of Magnolia 
Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church and other volun¬ 
teers to Ernst’s farm where 
they would work together 
to raise vegetables for the 
church’s food pantry 

The farm is located on 
Campbellsville Road near 
the Taylor/LaRue county 
line. 

Plowshares is split into 
Ernst’s personal farm, 
Plowshares Farm, and 
Ernst’s nonprofit, Plow¬ 
shares Center for Educa¬ 
tion and Spirituality. The 
center hosts several 
retreats, day programs and 
other activities that pro¬ 
mote the relationship 
between people and the 
land. 

“Isidore’s Harvest,” the 
program at Plowshares in 
which food is given away 
to those in need, gained the 
help of the Presbyterian 
Church about a year ago. 

“I was walking out of the 
pantry one Monday after¬ 
noon last year, and I real¬ 
ized that we had hardly 
any meat to give to these 
families,” said Fran Dow¬ 
ell, a member of Magnolia 
Cumberland and volunteer 
at Plowshares. “I was lock¬ 
ing the front door and this 
pickup truck pulls up with 
62 freshly-slaughtered 
chickens. It was Bob.” 

Since then, the relation¬ 
ship between the church 
and Ernst/Plowshares has 
flourished. The relation¬ 
ships that have formed 
among the people involved, 
however, have been at least 
equally as satisfying to 
them. Not only do the vol¬ 
unteers bond over diffi¬ 
cult, hot work in Plow¬ 
shares’ gardens, but they 
also grow as individuals. 

Ernst and volunteer, 
LaDean Self, tell a story 
about the companionship 
that has been developed so 
far and the benefits it 
brings. One day, the work¬ 
ers were preparing to har¬ 
vest a crop of potatoes, and 
Ernst said, ‘Let’s go pull 
some potatoes.’ 

Self quickly intervened. 

“You dig potatoes, you 
don’t pull them,” Self said 


as Ernst laughed beside 
her. “I grew up on a farm, 
so I just said, ‘That’s 
enough of that nonsense’ 
and showed him how it 
should be done.” 

The ease with which the 
volunteers communicate 
with each other is only one 
of the benefits to the farm/ 
church relationship. It’s 
given some a chance to gain 
friends when it otherwise 
could have been difficult. 

“We moved here from 
Colorado so finding this 
church has been a blessing 
to us,” Bruce Whittington 
said. He and his wife, 
Kathy, are volunteers and 
Magnolia Cumberland 
members. 

“When we first came out 
to the farm, we saw a lot of 
people we’d seen but never 
talked to before. Because 
we’ve worked together, it’s 
brought this group togeth¬ 
er and we’ve developed 
that camaraderie that’s 
important. And we’ve 
made some friends, too.” 

Even with that friendship 
and camaraderie, bad days 
are sure to happen to any¬ 
one. Working in the gar¬ 
dens at Plowshares helps 
some to make those days 
more manageable. 

“I enjoy any kind of hard 
work, it keeps my mind 
clear,” said Sharon Aubrey, 
who usually volunteers 
every week at Plowshares. 
“I can put all my frustra¬ 
tion into a weed and trust 
me, there’s plenty of 
them.” 

For others, the opportu¬ 
nity to work at Plowshares, 
develop friendships and 
help those in need is exact¬ 
ly what they need. 

“Since January, I’ve been 
out of work and I was just 


finding little ways to help 
out,” said Mitch Curry, 
who also volunteers week¬ 
ly. “This opportunity came 
along and I liked working 
in gardens and I wanted to 
physically help with some¬ 
thing. If nothing else, it 
kept me from staying at 
home, staring at the four 
walls. It’s a really impor¬ 
tant part of my life.” 

To all involved, the food 
pantry and the work at 
Plowshares Farm have 
helped them grow as indi¬ 
viduals, friends and com¬ 
munity members. 

To put it simply, Ernst 
said, “This is a two-way 
street. We gain as much as 
we give.” 

Ernst’s question of how 
to show love with the avail¬ 
able resources has been 
answered. And it is con¬ 
tinuously answered every 
Tuesday at Magnolia Cum¬ 
berland Church. Tuesday 


is when community mem¬ 
bers are free to come and 
receive the food the vol¬ 
unteers grow. A service 
from the pastor begins at 
4:15 p.m. with the food 
being served at 5 p.m. 

Magnolia Cumberland’s 
program is a success so 
far, with 328 families 
being served in the month 
of June. Community mem¬ 
bers do not have to pro¬ 
vide proof of income to 
receive food, and they are 
allowed to return each 
week, which many food 
pantries don’t allow.

Health department offering free shingles vaccine 


Fee for administration based on household 
income, maximum price will be $14.17 


Taylor County Health 
Department is providing a 
free shingles vaccine for 
those age 60 and older 
whose insurance does not 
cover the vaccine or don’t 
have Medicare Part D. 

According to a news 
release from Dr. Christine 
Weyman, medical director 
at the Lake Cumberland 
District Health Depart¬ 
ment, it seems that shin¬ 
gles is becoming more 
common and occurring in 
younger people. 

“This may be because 
natural chicken pox is now 


rare as children get vacci¬ 
nated and those of us who 
had natural disease no lon¬ 
ger get exposed to the 
virus, which would natu¬ 
rally boost our immune 
system.” 

Weyman said shingles is 
caused by the reactivation 
of the chicken pox virus, 
which is normally dormant 
in the nerve endings, pro¬ 
ducing skin blisters along 
a nerve distribution. 

Shingles is an unpleasant 
skin eruption that causes 
itching and pain and can 
be very serious if it occurs 
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around or in the eyes, she 
said. 

Pain along the nerve can 
occur after the rash has 
resolved and sometimes 
last for years. Antiviral 
medication is available, 
but prevention is a much 
better option, Weyman 
said. 

Zostavax, the shingles 
vaccine, boosts the immune 
system and prevents or 


averts severe shingles. 
The release states that 
there will be a charge for 
the administration of the 
vaccine. The charge is 
based on household 
income and number of 
people in the household. 
The maximum charge is 
$14.17. Call the Taylor 
County Health Depart¬ 
ment at 465-4191 to sched¬ 
ule an appointment.

One injured in four-vehicle crash 

A Campbellsville woman was injured Friday in a 
four-vehicle crash on Saloma Road. 

According to a Taylor County Sheriff’s Office report, 
the crash happened at 5:40 p.m. as Zachary Shelton, 
26, of 78 Kristi Lane in Campbellsville, was traveling 
north on Saloma Road while pulling a 16-foot trailer 
with his 2000 GMC. 

The report states that William Walsh III, 17, of 210 
Doral Court in Campbellsville, was traveling south on 
Saloma Road. 

Shelton’s trailer made contact with Walsh’s 2004 
Dodge. After the impact, the Dodge skidded sideways 
and struck a 2010 Honda driven by Ellen Boils, 56, of 
360 Hawk Landing in Campbellsville. 

After that impact, Boils lost control of her vehicle 
and struck a 2005 Ford driven by Angela Williams, 34, 
of 825 Raywick Road in Lebanon. Williams then 
struck Walsh’s vehicle. 

Boils was taken to Taylor Regional Hospital for 
treatment. She was treated and released. 

Shelton, Walsh, Williams and her passenger, Steven 
Williams, were not injured in the crash.

State trooper project nets 500 DUI arrests 

More than 500 DUI arrests were made in a two-day 
multi-agency enforcement campaign called the 6 
State Trooper Project. 

The Kentucky State Police joined forces with Michi¬ 
gan, Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylvania and the Indi¬ 
ana State Police on major interstates on June 29 and 
30 in an ongoing effort to combat impaired driving.

W hen we travel out of town and someone asks 
where we’re from, there are usually three 
responses we get when we reply that we’re 
from Campbellsville. 

“Oh, that’s where Clem Haskins is from,” or 
“That’s where Donna Wise lives” or “That’s the 
home of John ‘J.B.’ Holmes.” 

True enough, Campbellsville and Taylor County 
are known as the home of the No. 3 pick in the 1967 
NBA Draft. Haskins also played 10 years in the 
NBA before guiding his alma mater, Western Ken¬ 
tucky University, and the University of Minnesota 
deep into several NCAA tournaments. 

Also, it’s known for the home of NAIA Hall of 
Fame women’s basketball coach Wise, who won 675 
games and guided her Campbellsville University 
Lady Tigers to 16 national tournament appearances 
and 15 trips to Jackson, Tenn., during a 16-year 
span. 

When Holmes is seen on weekends on the PGA 
TOUR, commentators still talk of his playing on the 
Taylor County High School golf team as a third- 
grader. Holmes, who won his first professional 
tourney as a rookie and also won during his third 
season, has won purses totaling more than $10 mil¬ 
lion in seven seasons. 

Now, there’s probably a fourth thing this area is 
noted for, and that’s its enormous success in Little 
League Baseball. 

Just this weekend, Campbellsville was represent¬ 
ed by two district-championship teams at the state 
tournament in Prestonsburg.

When we finally retired into the house, we never shut 
the big door. It was left open, except in stormy weather. 
From June to October, thin boards and tacked down 
screen was all that separated us from whatever was out¬ 
side. 

Now, there was a latch on that screen door, but it was 
just one of those old hooks. You remember the kind. It 
was meant to go through an eye screwed into the door 
facing, but we usually only had an old bent nail for it to 
slip over, which we rarely did. And that was more of a 
latch than our windows had. We never thought about 
intruders. 

It’s a funny thing about those Independence Days of old. 
We all had guns, but we never worried about our equally 
poor neighbor trying to steal the little we had. We were so 
filled with the opportunity of life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness that we never really doubted that we would 
find them. 

Today’s children aren’t really free. Not when they live 
in a society that demands locks on doors and windows. 
Not when they are left to fend for themselves through a 
latchkey maze of television, video games and computers. 
Not when they are deprived at every turn the most 
important element of life and hope. 

How I wish I could take them all and share with them 
one deep breath of freedom as we knew it on Indepen¬ 
dence Day back when I was a lad.

■l -yews of the deadly shooting 
in a Colorado movie the¬ 
ater awaited us all as we 
got out of bed Friday morning. 

Shocked. Stunned. Speechless. 

Well, sort of. 

It’s sad, but it’s true. We have 
so many things of this nature — 
violent, cruel and senseless acts 
— that take place in our world 
these days, we are seldom truly 
surprised. 

We certainly don’t expect these 
violent acts, but wicked people 
cross the lines of normalcy so 
often these days, it’s hard to feel 
completely surprised. 

I think back to other terrible 
events from the past, and the 
emotions I felt at those times 
were somehow different. They 
came at a time when we were 
not so callous to violence, and 
we had not experienced it as 
frequently as we do now. 

Among the violence I recall that 
at the time was so out of the ordi¬ 
nary includes the July 18, 1984, 
shooting in a McDonald’s restau¬ 
rant in California. When James 
Huberty had finished, he had 
killed 21 people and wounded 19 
others before police killed him. 

As a 13-year-old boy at the 
time, I remember how scary this 
story was when I saw it on the 
news. Not fully understanding 
what was going on, I guess I was 
afraid this kind of thing could 
happen anywhere. 

Then there was the Heath High 
School shooting, carried out by 
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Jeff Moreland 
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14-year-old Michael Carneal in 
Paducah in 1997.1 was an adult 
when the Heath shooting took 
place, but I was still stunned 
that something so violent hap¬ 
pened in my home state. 

The Heath shooting hit home 
even more for me a few years 
later when I was at an event and 
had the chance to speak with one 
of the young girls who was 
among the victims. Missy Jen¬ 
kins was a 15-year-old student at 
Heath High School when she 
was shot and paralyzed. The 
experience amazed me, and 
brought the shooting to a much 
greater point of reality for me, 
even though it had happened 
two years before. 

I think the last thing I heard in 
the media that truly stunned me 
was what happened in our coun¬ 
try on Sept. 11, 2001. That day 
will be my generation’s version 
of the assassination of John F. 
Kennedy, the thing we look back 
upon and remember exactly 
where we were and what we 
were doing when we heard the 
news. 

For me, I was working at my 
hometown newspaper in Irvine, 


Ky. It was a Tuesday, which was 
the day we prepared to send the 
newspaper to the printer to have 
the latest issue published. 

Word of the first plane crash 
came early that morning, and as 
soon as we saw it was more than 
an accident, we grabbed a TV 
and watched it throughout the 
day. That little TV sat on the cor¬ 
ner of my desk, and all of us in 
the newsroom worked as we lis¬ 
tened, occasionally stopping to 
peek at the latest footage. We 
could hardly pull ourselves away 
from the screen, and that was 
the way things went for several 
days in the aftermath. 

Since 2001, there have been 
plenty of terrible things happen 
in this world, and many of them, 
like the others mentioned here, 
were simply beyond explanation 
and completely beyond compre¬ 
hension. Still, violence has 
become so commonplace we find 
ourselves accustomed to it, as 
sad as that is. 

As I look back on some of the 
stunning events that have hap¬ 
pened during my lifetime, I’m 
reminded of the words of a friend 
of mine who was a preacher in 
my hometown. He even officiat¬ 
ed the ceremony when I married 
my wife. 

“Foxes will do fox things, and 
squirrels will do squirrel things,” he 
said. “But people will do anything.” 

Sadly, that statement becomes 
more true each day.

The unanswered question in theater number nine 


W hy? 

It’s the first question I 
asked, and likely the one 
you first asked, too. 

It still echoes from theater number 
nine in the Century 16 Theater in 
Aurora, Colo., where 12 people were 
murdered and 58 injured. 

And it’s the one question we will 
never completely know. 

We will in time learn the details of 
the hows: how he ordered the mate¬ 
rials police say he used for the dead¬ 
ly booby traps found in his apart¬ 
ment; how he purchased the guns; 
how he so elaborately rigged his 
apartment with explosives and 
chemicals and how he allegedly 
staged his murders. We may even 
learn how particular social and per¬ 
sonal conditions led to his heinous 
act. 

We are interested in those hows, 
but it’s the why that eludes us. 

Why would a brilliant, budding 
young scientist with a stellar aca¬ 
demic record, a young man with no 
criminal history beyond a traffic vio¬ 
lation, a student among the academi¬ 
cally elite working on his Ph.D. in 
neuroscience at the University of 
Colorado-Denver, why would he 
meticulously plan and carry out one 
of the most deadly crimes in U.S. his¬ 
tory? 

We feel better if we can find a rea¬ 
son. The media once again jumped to 
conclusions. Within hours of the 
massacre, ABC News’ Brian Ross 
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erroneously reported that a man 
with the same name as the suspect 
living in the same town was a mem¬ 
ber of the Colorado Tea Party. ABC 
promptly apologized. 

Such efforts to politicize the mur¬ 
derous actions of a crazed man are 
futile attempts to answer the ques¬ 
tion why. 

We may feel better if we can find a 
reason for senseless acts of violence. 
And it’s OK to ask why. It’s our 
nature to ask why because we want a 
reason, a logical explanation for a 
senseless, meaningless act. We want 
to bring order to chaos. We somehow 
feel that if we can find an explana¬ 
tion for the evil, we can take mea¬ 
sures to avoid it. 

This murderous action reminds us 
that intelligence and academic 
achievement do not always equate 
with sanity or good moral judgment. 
An intelligent mind can be used for 
good or evil, according to how one 
chooses to use it. God is not a pup¬ 
peteer. 

And evil by its very nature is sense¬ 
less, opposing all that God is. We 
cannot always understand the why of 


evil. As the prophet Jeremiah wrote, 
“The heart is deceitful above all 
things and desperately wicked. Who 
can understand it?” (Jeremiah 17:9) 

Our unanswered question in no 
way diminishes God’s presence 
among the grieving. Though we may 
walk through the valley of the shad¬ 
ow of death, surrounded by evil, God 
is still with us in our suffering and 
pain, even though the dark night 
may rise, momentarily extinguishing 
the light, and the pain may over¬ 
whelm, temporarily numbing our 
awareness of him. 

ABC News aired a video showing 
the suspect, James Holmes, speak¬ 
ing at a science camp at Miramar 
College in San Diego when he was 
18. He gave a presentation on “tem¬ 
poral illusion,” which Holmes 
defined as “an illusion that allows 
you to change the past.” 

In the presentation, he says he 
studies subjective experience, which 
he says, “takes place inside the mind, 
as opposed to the external world.” 

Somewhere in time the reality of 
the external world and the illusion of 
his inner mind collapsed into a reign 
of terror. 

Why? Was it a “temporal illusion ... 
that allows you to change the past?” 

Unfortunately it’s not. It’s just evil.

Campbellsville native Max 
Heath was honored Friday in 
Richmond as a recipient of the 
Al Smith Award. 

The award is presented to 
recognize careers of public 
service through community 
journalism, by a current or 
former Kentuckian, with pref¬ 
erence given to those outside 
metropolitan areas. 

Heath addressed the crowd 
with both humility and humor 
as he received the award. 

“I’m always honored to be 
mentioned in the same sen¬ 
tence with Al Smith,” he said. 
“You’re never sure whether 
you fully deserve such presti¬ 
gious awards, but I’ve had 
pneumonia three times, and I 
didn’t deserve that either. 

“I cherish this because of the 
cause behind it, which was 
serving rural journalism 
across the region and country, 
and the values of the Society 
of Professional Journalists, 
which helped guide my ways 
during my days here at 
LCNI.” 

In addition to numerous 
positions throughout his 
career, Heath worked for 
more than 10 years as a jour¬ 
nalist in Campbellsville. He 
got his start as a sports writer 
for The News-Journal while 
still in high school and also 
edited his high school newspa¬ 
per. 

From 1965 to 1969, Heath 
worked his way through 
Campbellsville College, serv¬ 


ing as sports editor and news 
editor of the Central Kentucky 
News. From 1971 to 1974 and 
part of 1969, he was editor and 
general manager of The News- 
Journal. 

For 22 years, Heath was 
executive editor at Landmark 
Community Newspapers Inc. 
and was responsible for 
recruiting, training and news 
quality improvement. For 23 
years, he was circulation 
director, helping grow paid 
circulation and training circu¬ 
lation managers. 

Heath is now in his 28th year 
as chair of the Postal Commit¬ 
tee of the National Newspaper 
Association and he writes a 
monthly Postal Tips column 
for Publisher’s Auxiliary. 

He was named to the Postal 
Service Mailer’s Technical 
Advisory Committee repre¬ 
senting NNA in 1989. The 
United States Postal Service 
presented him a Special 
Achievement Award in Sep¬ 
tember 1998 at the National 
Postal Forum for his represen¬ 
tation of community newspa¬ 
pers on MTAC. 

Even with his achievements, 
Heath says he is a self-styled 
“country editor” who has edit¬ 
ed and managed non-daily 
newspapers in Kentucky and 
Indiana as well as served as 
regional manager for numer¬ 
ous LCNI properties. 

Heath was named to the 
Kentucky Journalism Hall of 
Fame in April 1996. He was 
given LCNI’s first President’s 
Award for Outstanding Ser¬ 
vice in 1990 and he received 
the Edwards M. Templin 
award from the Kentucky 
Press Association and the 
Lexington Herald-Leader in 


1992 for service to the indus¬ 
try and community-service 
promotion to LCNI newspa¬ 
pers. 

He was named KPA’s Most 
Valuable Member in 1988 and 
1985 and earned a 110 percent 
award in 1983. In Indiana, the 
Hoosier State Press Associa¬ 
tion gave him its Distinguished 
Service Award in January 
2006 as did the Wisconsin 
Newspaper Association in 
2010. 

“In my view, a ‘country edi¬ 
tor’ is the highest title one can 
hold — for its community 
impact — and where I was 
lucky to spend 35 years in one 
way or another. I have viewed 
my postal work, which over¬ 


lapped my editorial work, and 
then extended into retirement, 
as helping newspapers achieve 
their First Amendment rights 
to timely and efficient distri¬ 
bution of news,” Heath said at 
Friday’s award ceremony. 

The Al Smith Award is pre¬ 
sented by the Bluegrass Soci¬ 
ety of Professional Journalists 
and the Institute of Rural 
Journalism and Community 
Issues. Smith, who owned 
weekly newspapers in Ken¬ 
tucky and Tennessee, was also 
the main founder of the Insti¬ 
tute for Rural Journalism and 
the founding host of Kentucky 
Educational Television’s pro¬ 
gram “Comment on Ken¬ 
tucky.”

Court records state that Rakes told 
troopers that the plants, which were found using a helicopter, belong to 
him. Rakes was charged with growing less than five marijuana plants. 

On Monday, July 23, Rakes pleaded guilty to the charge and was 
ordered to pay $403 in fines and court costs by Jan. 23 and to serve 
30 days in jail, though the jail time was probated for two years.

Congressman to speak at chamber luncheon

Whitfield was elected to Congress in 1994 
as the first Republican to represent Ken¬ 
tucky’s First Congressional District. 

Whitfield is a native of Hopkinsville and 
attended Madisonville High School. He 
earned a bachelor’s degree and juris doctor¬ 
ate from University of Kentucky. He also 
studied at Wesley Theological Seminary in 
Washington, D.C., where he now serves on 
the Board of Governors. Whitfield served as 
a 1st Lieutenant in the 100th Division of the 
U.S. Army Reserves. 

Whitfield served in the Kentucky House of 
Representatives from 1974-1975 while prac¬ 
ticing law in Hopkinsville, where he operated 
a successful oil distributorship in the west 
Kentucky coal fields. 

In 1979, he became counsel to the president 
of Seaboard System Railroad in Washington, 
D.C. Later, he was named vice president of 
state relations and then vice president for 


federal railroad affairs for CSX 
Corp. Whitfield served as legal coun¬ 
sel to the Chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission from 1991 to 
1993 where he worked to reduce 
regulation of the nation’s barge, rail¬ 
road and trucking industries. 

Whitfield serves as Chairman of 
the Subcommittee on Energy and 
Power of the Full House Energy and 
Commerce Committee. He is also a 
member of the Subcommittee on the Envi¬ 
ronment and Economy and the Subcommit¬ 
tee on Health. 

The Energy and Commerce Committee is 
the oldest standing Committee in the House 
and presides over a wide spectrum of issues, 
giving it the broadest jurisdiction of any 
committee in the legislative body. The Com¬ 
mittee maintains primary responsibility for 
legislative oversight relating to healthcare, 
telecommunications, consumer protection, 
food and drug safety, public health, air qual¬ 
ity and environmental health, the supply and 
delivery of energy and interstate and foreign 
commerce. 

During his eight terms in Congress, Whit¬ 
field has championed the needs and views of 
his constituents. 

The First District is home to Fort Camp¬ 
bell, base for the 101st Airborne Division, 
the 160th Special Operations Aviation Com¬ 
mand, and the 5th Special Forces Group. 
Whitfield has consistently voted in favor of a 
strong national defense, including enhanced 


benefits for all active duty service 
personnel, retirees and veterans. 

He has pursued a pro-family agen¬ 
da to permit prayer in schools, stop 
child pornography and outlaw flag 
burning. Through his Committee 
assignment, Whitfield has worked to 
promote access to health care and to 
protect Medicare and Medicaid. 

He also has helped modernize our 
national energy policy, while pro¬ 
moting clean uses of coal and protecting 
domestic uranium enrichment capabilities at 
the Paducah Gaseous Diffusion Plant, where 
he has been an advocate for the health and 
welfare of its active and retired employees. 

Whitfield’s major legislative accomplish¬ 
ments include creating the 170,000 acre 
National Recreation Area at the Land 
Between the Lakes, introducing and passing 
legislation to create a Health Compensation 
Program at the Paducah Gaseous Diffusion 
Plant, which has paid more than $315,000,000 
in compensation to 3,139 employees and 
their survivors, helping to create the first 
Medicare Prescription drug benefit plan for 
seniors and advocating for the humane treat¬ 
ment of animals. 

Whitfield is married to Connie Harriman, 
who served as assistant secretary of Interior 
and Director of the U.S. Export-Import Bank 
and, currently, as senior advisor for presi¬ 
dential initiatives at The Humane Society of 
the United States.

Rogers gives State of the County address 


‘I’d love to see Taylor County busting 
at the seams with economic growth.’

T aylor County Judge/Executive Eddie 
Rogers sees big things in the future of 
his community and he shared some of 
Taylor County’s upcoming business at the 
Campbellsville/Taylor County Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon earlier this month. 

“The spotlight of Taylor County is right 
here in Campbellsville,” Rogers said. “And 
Campbellsville and Taylor County is the 
spotlight of [Kentucky’s] 120 counties.” 

Rogers told the crowd the basic makeup of 
Taylor County’s government, including the 
six magisterial districts, and how each is 
represented and serves the community. He 
said Taylor County Fiscal Court meets the 
second Tuesday of each month at 6 p.m. at 
the Taylor County Courthouse. 

“The public is always invited, and I encour¬ 
age each and everyone to observe and par¬ 
ticipate,” Rogers said. 

The 2012-2013 fiscal year budget, which 
went into effect July 1, is $9,769,309, Rogers 
said. 

“The budget allocates funds to several 
departments to provide services to residents 
of Taylor County.” 

The largest portion of the county’s budget, 
Rogers said, is dedicated to the Taylor Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center, which receives more 
than $3.1 million. 

He said there are several programs offered 
to inmates to help keep them from becoming 
repeat offenders and benefit the community. 
He said supervised inmates provide services 
such as roadside cleanup, gardening, land¬ 
scaping, lawn care and carpentry. 

“A dual purpose is met with the ability to 
train inmates and provide public assistance,” 
Rogers said. 

Roads are another important part of county 
government, Rogers said. More than $1.5 
million is allocated to county roads. That 


amount is down about $150,000 this 
year because of some debt repay¬ 
ment from last year, he said. 

More than $1 million will be used 
for resurfacing county roads from 
the 2012-2013 budget, Rogers said. 

He said each of the county’s six dis¬ 
tricts divide the money equally and 
each magistrate determines how the 
money is used in that district. 

Rogers said Taylor County main¬ 
tains about 300 miles of roads and 
about 40 miles of those are still covered with 
rock or gravel. The work is done by eight 
full-time employees and two part-time work¬ 
ers, he said. 

Other projects also keep Rogers busy as he 
looks to Taylor County’s future. 

“As like in years past, I continue to work 
with the governor’s office and the general 
assembly in support of the Heartland Park¬ 
way Connection Byway,” Rogers said. “I had 
hoped that this project would be at the top of 
Kentucky’s project list and see some activi¬ 
ties. 

“On Monday of this week, I was updated on 
the status of the Phase 1 studies on the 
Columbia/Campbellsville bypass portion. 
That study will most likely be completed in 
six months to one year. This is great news as 
we anticipate this project will help promote 
and stimulate economic activity by making 
the local area accessible and attractive in 
our central location in Kentucky.” 

Rogers said Taylor County shares some 
desirable assets with the city of Campbells¬ 
ville. Among them are Campbellsville Fire & 
Rescue, the Campbellsville/Taylor County 
E-911 center and the recycling program. 

“A payment of $650,000 goes toward the 
life-saving efforts of rescue,” Rogers said. 
“Also in the new budget, about $50,000 has 
been allocated to the salary, benefits and 
program support for the recycling undertak¬ 
ing.” 

Rogers said this past spring more than 400 
truck loads of solid waste were accepted at 
the county’s distribution center at a cost of 


about $20,000 to the county. Each 
resident continues to be permitted to 
drop solid waste at the center, but 
Rogers said they need a voucher, 
which can be picked up at his office. 

The Taylor County Animal Shelter 
is another key portion of the com¬ 
munity, Rogers said. The shelter was 
investigated after accusations of 
inappropriate procedures were made 
last year, but those accusations were 
found to be false, he said. 

“The shelter will soon expand into a new 
$150,000 building, which is under construc¬ 
tion. We expect it to be done in two to three 
weeks, with a grand opening in about two 
months,” Rogers said. 

He said the shelter needs volunteers to help 
care for the animals. Anyone interested in 
helping should contact the shelter at 465- 
7651. 

Rogers gave an update on a possible lodge 
at Green River Lake and said the project was 
being discussed in Frankfort even as he 
spoke. 

“With investors, results are in the timing. 
There is a time and place for everything and 
Taylor County is in the right place for things 
to happen,” Rogers said. “We’re just waiting 
for the right time.” 

As the top official in Taylor County, Rogers 
describes an open-door policy for residents 
who have concerns. 

“Taylor County government has goals that 
mirror my goals, that meet a lot of needs. 
They are simple and attainable. I’d love to 
see Taylor County busting at the seams with 
economic growth and industrial interest. 

“Overall, Taylor County is financially 
responsible. Our 74 full-time employees 
range from the single airport employee to 
the deputy working the night shift on the 
sheriff’s patrol. They assist residents with 
licensing vehicles to adopting a loved pet to 
scheduling a visit with a loved one incarcer¬ 
ated. We’re all a team and we work for you, 
the citizens of Taylor County.”

Hospital and later trans¬ 
ported to Kosair Children’s 
Hospital in Louisville, 
where he was pronounced 
dead. An autopsy for the 
infant was Tuesday at the 
state medical examiner’s 
office in Louisville. 

Hazlette said some test¬ 
ing had to be taken to 
another lab for completion. 
He said results from the 
autopsy could be available 
in a few days. 

TRH staff members noti¬ 
fied law enforcement of 
the death after they found 
evidence that concerned 


them, Hazlette said. He 
said the infant’s death 
hasn’t yet been ruled an 
accident, a homicide or 
from natural causes. He 
said his officers are simply 
investigating the death. 

Campbellsville Police 
Detective David Tucker is 
investigating.

Murder: Trial moved to Washington County 


denies killing her husband. 
According to court records, 
however, Wise confessed 
to being involved with her 
husband’s death. 

Wise’s trial was set to 
begin Monday in Taylor 
Circuit Court before Tay¬ 
lor Circuit Court Judge 
Dan Kelly at the Taylor 
County Judicial Center. 

In order for a change of 
venue request to be grant¬ 
ed, Butler stated in the 
motion, a defendant must 
prove there has been “prej¬ 
udicial” news coverage of 
the alleged crime before a 
trial and the coverage 
could reasonably prevent a 
fair trial. 

“In this case, the defen¬ 
dant was a nurse at a well- 
known nursing home in 
the community,” Butler 
wrote. “Pretrial publicity 
in the Central Kentucky 
News-Journal and WKYT 
television news has been 
substantial.” 

An Internet search for 
Wise’s name finds several 
news stories about her 
pending criminal case on 
many media outlets, 
including WHAS 11, 
WKYT, www.topix.com, 
www.campbellsville.com, 
www.cknj.com and others. 

On Monday, Kelly ruled 
that Wise’s trial will be 
moved to the Washington 
County Judicial Center in 
Springfield. 

As he is a circuit judge 
for the entire 11th Judicial 
District, which includes 
Taylor, Green, Marion and 
Washington counties, Kelly 
will still preside over the 
trial, which will begin at 
8:30 a.m. with jury selec¬ 
tion.

Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Tim Cocanougher, the 
prosecutor in the case, said 
he continues to believe that 
Wise could have received a 
fair trial in Taylor County, 
despite the news coverage 
of her alleged crime. 

“However, any time a 
case receives the publicity 
that Mrs. Wise’s case has 
received, it can result in 
potential jurors forming 
opinions before hearing 
the evidence,” he stated in 
an emailed response. 

“When this happens, the 
most prudent course is to 
remove that potential 
impediment from the trial 
process by moving to a 
county in which the poten¬ 
tial jury pool has not been 
exposed to the publicity. I 
believe this is the reason 
Judge Kelly moved the 
trial.” 

He said earlier this month 
that he further believes 
Wise could have received a 
fair trial in Taylor County 
because jury selection is 
done to eliminate any 
would be jurors who have 
already formed an opinion 
as to the guilt or innocence 
of the defendant based on 
media exposure. 

Butler said earlier this 
month that he believes his 
motion speaks for itself 
and that pretrial publicity 
could cause Wise to not 
have a fair trial. 

He did not return a phone 
call before press time to 
comment on the trial being 
moved to Washington 
County. 

Wise was first scheduled 
to face a jury of her peers 
in May. However, her trial 
was rescheduled after a 


witness wasn’t available to 
testify. 

Wise is a former regis¬ 
tered nurse at Medco Nurs¬ 
ing Nome, now Campbells¬ 
ville Nursing and Rehabil¬ 
itation Center. A civil law¬ 
suit has been filed against 
the facility, claiming that 
its staff members were 
negligent in supervising 
Wise, and were thereby 
also responsible for Mr. 
Wise’s death. The defen¬ 
dants in the case have 
denied any wrongdoing. 
There are no pending court 
dates in that case. 

The criminal charges 
against Wise stem from a 
toxicology investigation 
into her husband’s death. 
Mr. Wise died June 8,2011, 
from a supposed heart 
attack. However, routine 
toxicology tests revealed 
he consumed a fatal dose 
of morphine. 

Taylor County Coroner 
Terry Dabney turned the 
reports over to the Taylor 
County Sheriff’s Office for 
investigation. 

Court records state that a 
toxicology report found 
5,738 ng/ml of morphine in 
Joseph Wise’s blood and 
1,359 ng/ml in his urine. 
The normal therapeutic 
ranges, according to court 
records, are from 10 to 80 
ng/ml. 

Wise has been housed at 
the Taylor County Deten¬ 
tion Center since her 
arrest. It has been said 
that her trial could take 
two to three days.

County: Working on recycling plan

dents to call when they need 
information about the 
recycling center. Informa¬ 
tion about the center, 
including that phone num¬ 
ber, will soon be posted on 
the county’s website at 
www.taylorcounty.us. 

Gorin said the Commit¬ 
tee also recommends that 
the county use White Oil 
Co. and Ferrell Gas for 
gasoline and butane gas, 
respectively, at the recy¬ 
cling center. 

There was no discussion 
about the recommenda¬ 
tion, which was unani¬ 
mously approved during 
the meeting last Thurs¬ 
day. 

Rogers said on Monday 
that he asked Waste Con¬ 
nections Inc. representa¬ 
tives to come to the Com¬ 
mittee’s meeting to discuss 
their recycling program 
and the direction the coun¬ 
ty should go in operating 
its center. 

Waste Connections pro¬ 
vides garbage collection 
for those residents living 
outside the city limits in 
Taylor County. Rogers said 
he hopes the county will 
someday operate the recy¬ 
cling center along with 
Waste Connections Inc. 

“We’re operating on a 
shoestring here,” he said. 
“That shoestring is not 
very big.” 

Dave Wiggins, division 
vice president, and Carl 
Towne, municipal market¬ 
ing manager for Waste 
Connections, discussed the 
county’s recycling opera¬ 
tion. Wiggins said he 
believes the center’s sig¬ 
nage needs updating and 
that the county should 
market its center more. 

“It’s really about getting 
the word out,” he said. 

Wiggins and Towne rec¬ 
ommend that the county 
apply for grant funding to 
help pay for equipment 
and other items at the cen¬ 


ter. Towne said recycling 
often isn’t a moneymaker, 
but people do it to help 
save the environment. 

“Recycling, everyone 
says it’s the right thing to 
do,” he said. “The right 
thing is not always the eas¬ 
iest or cheapest.” 

Towne recommended 
that a staff member be 
responsible for monitoring 
inmates every moment 
they are at the center. 

He said prices for recy¬ 
clable materials vary dras¬ 
tically, with them increas¬ 
ing for several years and 
then decreasing before 
increasing again. It’s rare 
for a center to be self-sus¬ 
taining, he said. 

Magistrate Matt Pendle¬ 
ton said the center made 
$30,000 last fiscal year. 
He said the county only 
hopes to break even. Towne 
said doing that is often a 
struggle for Waste Con¬ 
nection’s recycling pro¬ 
gram. 

Gorin said the county is 
beginning its recycling 
center with baby steps to 
become familiar with how 
to run it. He said it could 
possibly offer curbside 
recycling in a few years. 

Magistrate John Gaines 
said he believes more recy- 
clables would be collected 
with a curbside program, 
though residents could be 
charged for that service. 

Overall, Towne said the 
center could be successful 
if people come to it. 

“It’s all about getting 
people down there,” he 
said. 

After the discussion, 
magistrates met in closed 
session for about 45 min¬ 
utes to discuss the applica¬ 
tions the county received 
for its recycling center 
coordinator position. There 
was no action taken, though 
Rogers said nearly 50 peo¬ 
ple have applied for the 
job. 


In the closed session, 
magistrates narrowed the 
pool to 15 candidates, who 
will all be interviewed on 
Monday. At 5 p.m. that day, 
magistrates will meet for a 
special meeting to hire 
someone to fill the posi¬ 
tion. The meeting will be 
at the Taylor County Court¬ 
house and is open to the 
public. 

At a special Taylor Coun¬ 
ty Fiscal Court meeting 
following Monday’s Sani¬ 
tation and Environmental 
Committee’s meeting, 
magistrates discussed the 
county’s five-year solid 
waste plan. 

Taylor County Solid 
Waste Coordinator Debra 
McNear said the plan is 
now complete and she is 
working with County 
Attorney John Bertram to 
ensure that all ordinances 
cited in the plan are up to 
date. 

McNear said she will 
send the plan to state offi¬ 
cials for their review and a 
public hearing will be 
scheduled for comment on 
it. Magistrates also agreed 
to trade in two trucks at 
the Taylor County Animal 
Shelter and buy a new Ford 
150 for $13,848. It was also 
agreed to install a new bed 
in a truck at the shelter for 
$3,100 so shelter staff 
members can haul free pet 
food donated by a company 
in Lexington. 

Lastly, in response to 
Facebook postings about 
the animal shelter, Rogers 
said that all animals are 
held at the shelter for five 
to seven days before being 
put up for adoption. 

After the five to seven 
days, he said, animals are 
housed at the shelter for as 
long as there is room avail¬ 
able. Rogers said all res¬ 
cue and foster agencies 
must be approved by shel¬ 
ter director John Harris.

I had decided not to write this 
column (you’re probably say¬ 
ing good move). But, after 
thinking it over again, I had to 
give my two cents. 

First of all, I didn’t like the tak¬ 
ing down of the Joe Paterno stat¬ 
ue outside the Penn State football 
stadium. 

And, secondly, it’s even more 
stupid that the school, program 
and current football players are 
getting penalized for something 
one guy did and some others 
ignored. 

Don’t get me wrong. Jerry San¬ 
dusky should and will be pun¬ 
ished, and it won’t be enough to 
resurrect the kids’ lives he 
destroyed. 

But how do two wrongs make a 
right, and why does the whole 
Penn State family get severely 
punished? 

I would hope that if I did some¬ 
thing even close to what San¬ 
dusky did that my whole family 
or friends wouldn’t get a worse 
penalty than I would get. 

And for Joe Paterno’s last 14 
years of wins (111) to be taken 
away is a joke. Sandusky has not 
coached at Penn State since 1999. 

Penn State deserves punish¬ 
ment; more than a slap on the 
wrist, but not five straight years 
of unnecessary roughness.

Beat the heat — stream fish 


W hile we’ve had a bit of a 
respite from sizzlin’ sum¬ 
mer heat, we still have 
plenty of hot weather ahead before 
the cooler days of autumn arrive. 

Fishing action slows during the 
hot days of summer, and this year 
we have had more than our share. 
Most fish don’t feed as aggressively 
during hot days, and anglers slow 
down as well. Few people want to 
sit in the hot sun and fish. 

During these sweltering days of 
summer, it’s tempting to stay 
indoors and enjoy the air condition¬ 
ing, watch the Olympics, or a base¬ 
ball game. However, if you want to 
get off the couch, warm summer 
days are good times to take to a 
stream. By wading a smaller 
stream, you can counteract the 
heat, cool off, and with a little luck 
catch fish for the dinner table. 

Stream wading is one of my favor¬ 
ite types of fishing, especially in 
warm, summer weather, but a bum 
knee has slowed my ability to enjoy 
this method. 

The key to a fun wade is a stream 
with a rock or sand bottom. Trying 
to wade in the mud is not fun, and 
it usually isn’t productive as far as 
catching dinner. 

A rocky stream usually is clear 
this time of year, fairly easy to 
wade, and the deeper holes and rif¬ 
fles are likely to hold smallmouth 
and rock bass. You may even hook

into a catfish or other species. 
That’s one of the fun things about 
stream fishing, you never know 
what you will catch. 

When the water is still too cool to 
be comfortable, I’ll don a pair of 
waders, but this time of year, I pre¬ 
fer a pair of shorts and my Teva 
rafting sandals, which also are 
great for canoeing and rafting. But, 
I also frequently just use an old 
pair of sneakers. However, I 
recently purchased a inexpensive 
pair of wading shoes, which keep 
gravel and sand out of the shoes. 

I never wade into deep water or 
water that I can’t tell the depth. A 
life jacket is a good idea, and vests 
like Sospenders are great because 
they inflate only when needed. 

They are light weight and cool. 

One of the reasons I enjoy fishing 
creeks is I catch fish. They may not 
be lunkers, but there usually is a 
lot of action, and that is what I 
enjoy. I’m not worried about size, 
and more often than not the fish 
are released back to the creek any¬ 
way. 


If I get hot while wading, I simply 
wade in a little deeper and cool off. 
I can usually find plenty of shady 
spots, and that often is where the 
fish will be found. Small pockets 
behind large rocks or below riffles 
are favorite fish hiding spots. 

I either use an ultralight rod and 
reel or a flyrod. I have a small 
Zebco UL 4 Classic reel and a 
Quantum Micro MS00 that I like 
with four-pound test line. 

When I use a flyrod, sometimes I 
fish traditional flies and poppers, 
but sometimes rig with a hook and 
live bait that I cast, and let drift 
down through the deep holes. When 
a fish straightens out the line, the 
fun is on. 

One of my favorites is a night- 
crawler rig which has a spinner up 
front along with several red beads. 
A live crawler threaded on the 
hooks makes it mighty enticing to 
whatever is hiding beneath a log or 
behind a big rock. 

Kentucky has plenty of good wad¬ 
ing streams that have good public 
access, but smaller streams may 
have private land on both sides and 
you’ll need landowner permission 
to fish. 

Among my favorites are the Elk- 
horn, Licking and the Cumberland 
can provide access to big trout 
when the water is low. There are 
many others.

Mark Carney, Taylor County Clerk, pursuant to KRS 424.330, announces that a list of the 2011 Delinquent 
Real Property Tax Bills (Certificates of Delinquency) will be published in the Central Kentucky News 
Journal on Thursday July 26, 2012. Any delinquent tax bills that have not been paid will be offered for 
sale on Wednesday August 29th at 9:30 a.m. at the Taylor County Courthouse. The list of Certificates of 
Delinquency is also available for public inspection during the hours of 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and 8 a.m. to 12:00 Noon on Saturday at the County Clerks office located in the 
courthouse at 203 North Court Street. This list may also be viewed on the Taylor County Clerk web site 
by going to www.tcclerk.com and clicking on the delinquent tax tab. The tax sale will allow third party 
companies or other individuals the opportunity to purchase any delinquent tax bills that have not been 
paid by August 29th. If you are a taxpayer who has a delinquent bill you should try your best to pay that 
bill before the August 29th sale date to avoid additional fees you will have to pay to anyone who may 
purchase your bill before they would release the tax lien that they would have on your property. Anyone 
wishing to pay their delinquent tax bill before the sale date should come by the County Clerk’s office to 
make payment. Any individual or company interested in purchasing more than three delinquent tax bills 
during the delinquent tax sale must register with the Department of Revenue in Frankfort and must also 
register with the County Clerk’s office by the close of business on Monday August 20, 2012. A 
Registration Form must be obtained from the clerk’s office and filled out and turned back in along with 
the $250.00 non-refundable Registration Fee before the close of business on August 20th. If you wish to 
purchase three certificates of delinquencies or less then you do not have to register with the Department 
of Revenue, but you will need to register with the County Clerk’s office. The registration fee for 
individuals wishing to purchase three bills or less will be $5.00 for each bill you wish to purchase. If you 
are a company that has purchased prior year bills, then you will have the opportunity to purchase any 
2011 delinquent bill that is for the same property as the delinquent bill you are already holding. If you 
wish to claim the 2011 delinquencies based on your holding a prior year claim a list of these bills will 
have to be turned in to the clerk’s office by Monday August 13th. You can obtain a form to list the 2011 
bills you may have a claim on from the clerk’s office. If different companies have purchased two prior 
year bills on the same property, then the company with the most recent bill will have first priority. The 
sale of all other bills not having a prior year claim will be conducted in a manner similar to a professional 
sports draft in accordance with the provisions of House Bill 262 enacted by the 2009 General Assembly.
